This information 
is set forth In a notice of public hour- 
ins. fllRned by Judge Persons to 
whom the petition was addressed. 

At a meeting of protest held In An- 
tloch a week ago by representatives 
of the Chain of Lakes asscolatlon, ap- 
proval was made of a request to have 
the petition withdrawn becuaso the 
proposed district docs not Include all 
—of the territory that should bo Includ- 
ed within Its boundaries. Such re- 
jfiuest seems to have failed and the 
'notices of hearing have been posted. 
If satisfactory bounrary lines can 
be established at the hearing it is 
quite possible the proposition will 
carry, otherwise the project will meet 
with the disapproval of the Chain of 
Lakes association and other Interest- 
ed property owners of the region.

gangster two years ago, Constable 
Stanley Thompson, 52, well-known 
Antioch resident, died at G o'clock 
Tuesday morning In Lake County 
General hospital. Death was due to 
a heart attack suffered early Mon- 
day. 

Constable Thompson shot and kill- 
ed Ralph Barnnett, a Chicago union 
racketeer, after' being wounded twice 
by the Chicago man. The shooting 
occurred at Channel Lake. 

Three shots wore fired at Thomp- 
son by Burnett, one missing his side 
by Inches, another going through his 
left ankle, and the third lodging in 
his right foot. The shooting followed 
Constable Thompson's reprimanding 
Burnett after the latter had thrown a 
girl bodily from his machine during a 
heated argument. At the time there 
was another man and girl In the car 
with Barnett who escaped. 

After Thompson fell to the ground 
wounded in each leg, ho drew his 
gun and fired four shots at the gun- 
man, all of tho bullets taking effect. 
Following the shooting, Thompson 
was commended for his bravery and 
notion by the sheriff's office and oth- 
er law enforcing agencies of Lake 
county,, 

Mr. Thompson was llrst lieutenant 
In tho one hundred and thirty-first In- 
fantry during tho Spanish American 
war. Ho had 16 years of service in 
the army and the Illinois National 
Guard. For five yoars he held the 
army roglmont record as an ex- 
port rille and pistol shot. 

Mr. Thompson loaves two* children. 

Funeral services were this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock under the direction 
of Garden City lodge, No. 41, A. F. & 
A. M., Chicago.

Agreeing to act as arbitrator In the 
milk controversy, Dr. Clyde L. King, 
Philadelphia, will arrive in Chicago 
Friday morning to take full charge of 
the situation. 

Dr. King is professor of economics 
In the University of Pennsylvania. 
He has served as arbitrator for tho 
milk markets In Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, and IJaltimore. 

After one of the stormiest periods 
of the milk strike in Northern Illi- 
nois and Southern Wisconsin, tempor- 
ary truce wan reached between mem- 
bers or the Pure Milk association and 
Chicago distributors at 4:30 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. 

Action bringing the climax , was 
when militant Lake county dairy 
fanners, armed with pick axes, crow 
bars and sledge hammers, "held-up" 
two Soo line trains and dumped out 
their cargoes of 272.000 pounds of 
milk. This occurred Tuesday night 
at Lake Villa, four miles south of An- 
tioch. 

Arbitration Starts 
The all-night conference between 
official:; ci* il:e milk association and 
milk dealers and their representa- 
tives was held In the office of Health 
Commlsslonr Arnold H. Kegal, Chica- 
go, who called the warring. ei&pumASa 
together. Under the agreement the 
opposing factions began their parley 
Monday afternon. The producers 
are demanding an Increase from §2.50 
a hundred pounds to $2.85, which tho 
dealers havo refused to pay. Com- 
missioner Kegel was asked to name 
an arbiter to settle those points on 
which they are unable to agree. The 
appointment or Dr. King is a result. 
Prices Are Same.

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At tho beginning of 1029 there wero 
348 public health nurses at work In 
Illinois outside of Cook county. With- 
in Cook county, excluding Chicago, 
jtf are employed, giving a total of 
4S5 for the state, exclusive of Chica- 
go. 

Twenty-six out of tho 102 counties 
have no form of public health nursing 
service and 19 of those are south of 
Madison county in what Is colloquial- 
ly referred to as Egypt. In that re- 
gion, comprised of 33 counties, higher 
infant mortality, typhoid fovor and 
tuberculosis rates prevail than in 
elthor the central of northern sec- 
tions of similar land area. 

Forty counties havo no rural public 
health nursingoservlco and 26 of theso 
are south of Madison. 

Every municipality in the state 
with 8,000 or more peoplo maintain a 
public health nursing service of 
lomo sort while 90 communities out- 
side of Cook county with less than 
8,000 Inhabitants employ public 
health nurses. Of tho 90 public 
health nursing services maintained j 
in tho smaller communities, 41 are 
supported wholly from school funds. 
The 1920 federal census showed that 
there wore 128 municipalities ofj 
from 2,500 to 10,000 inhabitants In Illi- 
nois and 14 of theso woro in Cook 
county. This analysis suggests that l 
thore are a very few communities of 
more than 2,500 that are, now without j 
some form of public health nurBlng 
service. | 

Hiring nurses Ib considered a far 
more effective way of controlling 
epidomlcs than closing schools and It 
lias been observed that Infant mortal- 
ity, tho prevalence of typhoid fever 
and tho death rate from tuberculosis 
begins to subside In communities 
where public health nurses aro tho 
most numorous and active. This Is 
particularly true, it Is said, where 
medical health officers aro also pres- 
ent to map out and co-ordinate pro- 
grams.

OPINION OE PUBLIC 
IS GREAT FACTOR 
IN VICTORY WON 



(C. L. Kutll. director of vocational | 
agriculture at the Antioch Township 
High school, nnd a close student of 
the farmers' problem, offers tho fol- 
lowing views on the dairy situation 
and the farmers' victory In the price 
controversy. — Editor's Note.) 

By C. L. Kutll 
When the large dealers of Chicago » 
refused to recognize tho Pure Milk 
Association ns an organization of 
dairy farmers whose prime purpose 
Is that of producing milk from tuber- 
culosis freo cattle nnd In barns In- 
spected by tho Chicago Hoard of 
Health, thore was nothing else for 
any farmer to do but protest. 

Committee nfter committee wns 
turned away from the of flees of the 
large dealers who even refused to dis- 
cuss tho points in dispute. It Is con- 
trary to the Farmers* Pure Milk as- 
sociations rules to settle disputes by 
strike. They have been muking ef- 
forts since October first to settle the 
difficulties by arbitration. Even on 
tho first of January, 1929, tho farm- 
ors deferred from striking until Janu- 
ary 14 when all hopes of arbitration 
failed and the fannors nt WoodBtock ' 
voted to demand recognition. On the t 
morning of the fifteenth the farm ors 
began their milk embargo. So effec- 
tive was the embargo that In seven 
days tho dealers recognized the Farm- 
ers' Pure Milk association and have 
agreed to have an arbitrator appoint- 
ed by Dr. Kegel of tho Health De- 
partment. Dr. Clyde King, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, who has 



successfully settled difficulties In 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Wash- 
ington, I). C„ will come to Chicago to 
carry oil I he arbitration and finally 
sot the price. This Is exactly what 
the Pure Milk association demanded 
last October. Many persons have tho 
mistaken Idon thai the farmers were 
on strike for an Incrense in price- 
only. This Is not so, as the strike 
was a protest against the dealers who 
refused arbitration. The Individual 
farmers, members as well as non- 
members united with such force that 
perhaps no other strike In history 
was of such short duration. The 
farmers' victory Is due to their co- 
operation backed up by public opin- 
ion. Business men, other orgnnlzed 
groups, state departments, churches, 
and schools, nil gave considerable ef- 
fort to the movement. Homo have 
been criticized for their stand, but 
when justice Is denied what other 
stand could they tnke?

5. It Is agreed that all milk will he 
accepted from regular patrons of tho 
distributors as of January 1, 1929. 

6. All plants shall be opened as 
soon ns possible and patrons will he 
notified when to resume deliveries. 
All patrons shall deliver to the same 
plants, platforms or loading stations 
as of January 1. 1929. 

7. Further consideration of the 
price to the producer Is to bo given 
by the board of directors of the Pure 
Milk association, and the distributors.

Monday's violence, Including nu- 
merous kidnappings of drivers and 
the destruction of milk at Bartlelt, 
Half Day, Elgin, and Gurnee, Illi- 
nois; Gary and Miller, Indiana, and 
Burlington, Elkhorn and Springfield; 
Wisconsin, was capped by the attack 
on tho milk trains near Lake Villa. 

There hundreds of Irate farmers 
formed raiding groups that overawed 
the train crews nnd battered their 
way Into cars with axes, sledge hum- 
mers and an assortment of other Im- 
plements.

RECOMMENDS NEW LAWS 

Amendment to tho law concerning counties so as to 
enable county governments so desiring to create and 
maintain health departments and a new law carrying an 
appropriation which would enable the state to construct 
and maintain a tuberculosis sanitarium In the extreme 
southern end of Uie state are two meaures recommend- 
ed by Dr. Isaac D. Itawllngs, state health director, for 
action by the Geocral Assembly recently convened. 
Laws permitting the execution of these two ideas would 
constitute a forward step of the greatest importance to 
the future public health program of the state, Dr. Raw- 
lings declared. 

"Health conditions in small communities and rural 
aroas are inferior in many respects to those. now found 
In cities," Dr. Ra,Wllngs said! "This situation is the re- 
sult of more intensive public health work which the 
larger cities have been able to do. County governments 
have no specific logal authority for setting up health 
machinery to remedy matters except In the face of 
emergencies. The proposed amendment would extend to 
counties the privileges now enjoyed by cities in refer- 
ence to health departments and would enable a number 
of counties which are so Inclined to provide more ade- 
quate health protection for the rural population. 

"The worst tuberculosis problem In the slate Is 
considerably higher than in any other like area In the 
state. 

"The population in southern Illinois is too sparse 
and economic conditions are too unsatisfactory to justify 
the people there iu undertaking an anti-tuberculosis 
campaign of the proportions required to remedy the 
situation in a large way. Total annual expenditures for 
anti-tuberculosis work in all the .1.1 counties south of 
Madison amount to less than $25,000, while the 35 cen- 
tral counties spend £375,000 and the 1.1 northern coun- 
ties §3.500.000. Madison county, classed with the south- 
ern tier of .11. spends nearly $SO,000 per year. These 
figures give a per capita rate of about 9. 31 and 71 cents 
respectively lor the three areas. 

"The excessive losses suffered by the southern tier 
of counties effect the economic structure of the whole 
state and retard development of a section rich in 
natural resources. Financial assistance from the state 
in a vigorous anti-tuberculosis campaign appears to be 
tho only prospects for making any appreciable headway 
against the disease iu that section. 

"Embodying these two ideas Into law and prosecut- 
ing program-* accordingly would be of the first Im- 



portance in Improving the health machinery of tho 
stato."

GAS, CIGARETTE AND HORSE'S TAIL 

We have heard many tales of the serious conse- 
quences wrought through the near proximity of gaso- 
line and lighted cigarettes, but when a horse's tall en- 
ters the train of incidents, the offect apparently Is over- 
whelming. Judging from the story received from Fvan- 
ston, Illinois. ^ 

There, a, milk truck driver, smoking a cigarette, 
parked in the dairy yard to retlll the gasoline tank. 
Fuel overflowed on the ground at the moment ho flick- 
ed ashes from his cigarette. Instantly, tho gasoline flar- 
ed up and Ignited his coat, which in hastily removing, 
he threw on the tall of ono of 12 horses in a nourby 
bam. This annoyed the animal so that he switched his 
burning tall, tossing the flaming coat onto a pile of hay. 

Result: A policeman managed to lead out tho 
frightened horses but the Are loss Included tho barn, 
trucks and some wagons; damage, $10,000. It Is esti- 
mated that careless use of matches— and smoking — 
caused tire losses of over $29,000,000 In 1927, while 
petroleum and Its products resulted In losses of more 
than $12,500,000. It is well to treat these products with 
due care. 

GOOD IDEA, TOO 

New Year's resolutions in connection with safety on 
the streets during 1929 comprise the theme of the Janu- 
ary safety poster, mailed this week by the Chicago 
Motor club to 15,141 school rooms In Its territory. 

The poster portrays a girl pupil writing "I promise 
to be careful on tho streets In 1929" on the blackboard. 
Teachers are asked by the club to stress the fact to 
their charges that that resolution merely sets a key- 
note; that other and more definite resolutions should bo 
made, such as to walk, not run, across streets, and to 
look both ways before stepping off tho curbstone. 

The club recommends that every teacher voice n 
word of warning before dismissing the class each after- 
noon, and that a short talk on safety be given overy 
Friday afternoon. This suggestion Is being compiled 
with the great majority of schools. Tho Antloch News 
thinks the Idea a capital one. How about it?

For a number of years past tho Federal government 
has been carrying on a scientific nnd effoctivo economy 
campaign that has resulted in a decreased cost of gov- 
ernment, and appreciably lower taxes. In contrast to 
this* local governments, city, county and state, have re- 
quired a steadily rising amount of money for their 
upkeep. 

According to authoritative figures, the various state 
governments now have a gross bonded indebtedness 
close to two billion dollars, an increase of more than 
$125,000,000 In a year. The indebtedness averages $1'J 
for every man, woman and child in the nation. 

What must Iks the consequence of this, is clear. Wo 
are menaced by governmental expenses that, when 
translated Into taxes, will dissuade the prospective In- 
dustrialist, discourage the Investor and burden the or- 
dinary taxpayer. 

Government Is a business, subject to all business 
conditions. Our great industries are models of effici- 
ency nnd economy, besides which the average local gov- 
ernment is prodigal in its waste, it's time thinking 
citizens Insisted that government should consist of more 
and better business and less politics.

Hearing Air Programs 
Will Soon be Passe— 
Unless One Sees, Too 



Now that television and picture 
broadcasting have become mechani-, 
bally and scientifically possible, the 
tragedies that It has to face are be-- 
ginning to manifest themselves. Tho 
Federal Radio commission has been ; 
obliged to restrict till* class of broad- 
casting to the minimum. It has been 
put under what Is known as "rigid : 
regulation." Members of the Com- 
mission have explained that the 
noises and Interference caused by 
visual transmission have been dis- 
turbing to regular broadcasting, and 
the only way In wuich the new won- 
der of the ether cau bo used Is to 
placo this phase of radio in the short 
wave spectrum, or outside of the area 
where It would interfere with broad- 
casting. It has beou found by the 
Commission that visual broadcasting 
disturbs audible broadcasting to such 
an extent that It Is impractical to per- 
, mlt It oven experimentally. 

It sounds lfke tough luck. But 
those who have- watched the develop- 
ment of television have no difficulty, 
in remembering bow they saw C. | 
Francis Jenkins demonstrating his 1 
discoveries a half dozen years ago, at 
which Hint it required a half hour 
to broadcast an ordinary photograph. 
At the time Mr. Jenkins said that he 
expected to bring his science down 
to an almost instantaneous prosess. 
lie did It. The problem now Is to 
over come the handicaps In trans- 
mitting visual radio. In time the 
answer may be found. The apparent 
impasse reminds ono of the wonder- 
ful observation that while every dog 
has his day the cau have the nights. 
Perhaps It would, ho very Interesting 
to aoo some of this night life by way 
of tho television.

Legislation designed to lirt from the 
motorist the full responsibility for 
grade crossing accidents, which he 
has been held to assume under the U. 
S. Supremo court's interpretation of 
the law is now being Bought by the 
presont Congress, according to an- 
nouncement or the Legal department 
of the American Motorists' associa- 
tion, the national motoring body or 
The Automobile club of Illinois. 

Hills have already been Introduced 
In the Senate and House by Senator 
C. C. Dill, Washington, and .Congress- 
man Frank Murphy, Ohio, which have 
as their object the changing of the 
present law under which a motorist 
must not only stop, look and listen at 
a blind crossing, but must, if nccos- 
sary, get out of his car and make 
certain a train Is not approaching. 

The two measures differ in minor old New Orleans, 
respects, but the nuthora nro willing throughout the city, 
to make such chnnges as may be 
necessary to facilitate action. 
Want Support 
These two measures— of tho utmost 
importance to every motorist In the 
United states— are now before the 
judiciary* committees of the Senate 
and House and the authors have 
been unablo to obtain committee 
action because motorists have not 
displayed an Interest In them. 

The association has urged Its mem- 
bora to got behind tho two bills In the 
hopes that the law may be changed at 
tho earliest possible date. 

"Motorists, perhaps, do not fully ap- 
preciate the necessity for a change In 
tho present law," S. Mayer, vice-presi- 
dent of the association and president 
of Tho Automobile club of Illinois, de- 
clared. "The effect of tho Suprome 
court's decision places the entire bur- 
don of a care on a motorist who Is 
compelled to cross the track and his 
falluro to exercise the degree or care, 
as set out In tho court'B decision, 
bars any recovery' tor damages 
ngalnst^tho railroad company. The 
Supreme Court in the Goodman 
(Ohio) case held that If a motorist 
could not get a clear view of the 
track at a railroad crossing, it was 
incumbent upon him to stop his auto- 
mobile, alight, and go over on the 
track to make certain that a train 
•was not approaching." 

Danger, Anyway 
Authors of tho two bills, now pend- 
ing, point out that in many instances 
•where the crossing Is at a curve, a 
motorist might even take this ex- 
treme precaution and still be killed 
by a train, the train approaching be- 
tween tho time ho had looked for 
same and gotten back In his automo- 
bile and started across the track. 

"RailroadB, excused from legal lia- 
bility In such cases," Mr. Mayer ex- 
plains, "may become less willing to 
abolish grade crossings in the future. 
The Association holds no brief for a 
careless motorist who crosses a 
track without every precaution, but 
tho decision, requiring a motorist to 
alight from his automobile and go 
over on the track, placing the eutirc 
burden upon him at such blind cross- 
logs, the Association believes is un- 
fair."
